Masterful Plea For George Blaker is 


Made by Attorney A. L. 


Frick. 


At 11 o'clock today the arguments 


In the trial o£ the case of George Bla- 
ker were concluded and after a short 
recess the instructions were read, and 
the fate of the joung man was given 
to the Jury. 


With the opening of this morning's 


session Attorney A. L Frick resumed 
his argument 
in 
behalf o£ Blaker, 


•which he had not finished at the close 
of the session last night 
His address 


'•was one of the most touching and 
withal masterful speeches ever made 
In court by him His remarks brought 
tears to the eyes of jurors and at- 
tendants in the court room. 


The court room was crowded with 


spectators to see the closing scenes 
about the cas» which from the date of 
the murder of Thomas Cook at Fruit- 
vale on the night o£ July 22, has at- 
tracted more than ordinary attention. 
The youthfulness of the three boys, 
Pembroke, Blaker and Schneider, and 
the character of the crime made the 
case one of unique in youthful crim- 
inology. 


It was Blaker's age that gave At- 


torney Frick 
this morning the op- 


portunity to make an impassioned plea 
for his client. 
He urged upon the 


jury Its absolute prerogative 
in 
the 


matter and told it that It had the r'ght 
to take Into account the age of the 
prisoner. 


"Do you mean to say that this lad 


sixteen years and 
twelve days old 


should be held to the same account- 
ability as o£ >ou or I'" he asked. 


He touched upon the fact that Bla- 


ker had not known a mother's care, 
and that even this might be taken In- 
to account. He pointed out that Cap- 
tain BlaKer's occupation was such that 
he had not been able to give the lad 
the oversight he should, and he asked 
the Jury to do with the prisoner what 
any one of the-'Jurors might ask a 
similar Jury to do to his own son un- 
der Uke circumstances. 


A number of the Jurors were crying 


when he finished his speech, and Bla- 
ker's two sisters were sobbing'audibly 
when the final words were spoken in 
his behalf.

ferryboats Berkeley and San Francisco 
occurred last evening on the bay Just 
off Goat Island^ That the two ferryboats 


are 'not total .^wrecks is little short of a 
Tr.iracle. 


The.Berkeley pulled out of the Oakland 


pier at 8:58 p. m., for the run over to 
this side of the bay. The night was not 
.dear, ibut>lt-was. easy-to discern lights 
and signals. When nearlng the light- 
house at Goat Island the ferryboat San 
Francisco -loomed up. 
Tho San Fran- 


cisco is one of the fleet ot the Key Saute, 
and her yellow color, was dlscernable by 
those out on the deck of the Berkeley. 
The passengers say that the captain of 
the .Berkeley gave .the customary sig- 
nal of one blast of the whistle to notify 
the men in the pilot house of the San 
Francisco that he would pass on the port 
side. 
No signal in return was forth- 


coming from-the men in the house of the 
Key Route boat, and.the Berkeley again 
gave another blast. This was also un- 
noticed". 
' Then the San Fr_anclsco swung right 
across the path of'"the Berkeley. 
This 


was none when tha two boats were not 


more..than fifty feet apart, and created 
a panic. It looked as if .a collision be- 
tween'the two boats was inevitable/but 
the signal to go hard- astern was given 
on the Berkeley and the danger1 -was 
averted. 


Passengers on the Berkeley" said after 


the panic was over that the • "boats came 
so close together that it would have been, 
possible to stepp from the deck of one to 
the other. The water in the wake of the 
San Francisco wet the deck of the Berke- 
ley. 


At the time the collision was averted 


the foghorn on Goat Island was not blow- 
ing, 
but soon after it began to blow. 


Captain Lewis of the San Francisco, 


when seen later, said that the boats were 
never closer than 300 feet, and that the 
passengers on the Berkeley must have 
been unduly excited, as thnre was no 


; danger at any time.' He thought the pos- 


sibility of a collision was-due to-a mlc- 
take on the Berkeley in giving two whis- 
tles as a signal Instead of one. He said 
he answered the two whistles and re- 
versed his engine, which, was all that he 
could do.

A Salt Lake special dispatch to the Chicago Tribune states 


that the apostles, of the Mormon church took Senator Reed Smoot 
bitterly to task for the part .he played in the recent election, which 


v resulted in turning Salt Lake City over to an anti-Mormon admin- 


fetra'tion. According to the dispatch, Smoot has virtually been 
boycotted by, the church leaders and the Gentile Republicans. 
Smoot's candidate for Mayor at the city election was a Gentile of 
Lhe stripe denominated in Utah as a "Jack" Mormon named Lynch, 
while the'Democratic nominee was an orthodox Mormon. Republi-

:rats opposed to Mormon leadership 
united in putting up an 


"American" ticket, which swept the field. During the campaign 
Smoot's activity in behalf of Lynch deeply incensed the Mormon 
followers of the Democratic candidate, and the dispute waxed so 
ivarm that the church organ printed a statement on the eve of elec- 
tion to' the effect that the church was taking no part in the contest. 
This satisfied neither side, and as result many independent Mor- 
mons voted the American ticket as a rebuke to church interference 
in politics. Smoot's candidate was last in the race. The Ameri- 
:an party leaders are now planning to give the hierarchy battle at 
the next election for the control of the State. The scheme is a 
promising one if.the Gentile vote will only hold together, for the 
Mormon prelates have heretofore found it easy to carry their points 
because of the party differences existing among the Gentiles. Now 
they are furious at Smoot because his machinations have had the 
:ffect of solidifying and uniting the Gentile vote against the church. 


Revival of a Great Canal Scheme 


An energetic attempt will be made at the coming session of 


Congress to have an act passed authorizing the construction of a 
Jeep water navigable canal from the Great Lakes to the Mississippi 
river,^ utilizing the Chicago drainage canal and the Des Plaines and 
Illinois rivers. It is estimated that a waterway that will permit 
the passage of boats drawing 14 feet of water and having a cargo 
rapacity of 4,000 tons can be constructed at moderate cost. Such 
i canal would remain open the greater part of the year and would 
ifford cheap carriage from lake ports to the seaboard, without 
breaking bulk. The physical obstacles are not great, and the ex- 
pense of maintaining the canal after it is built would be compara- 
tively small. 


The entire Northwest is interested in the .construction of the 


proposed waterway, which would give the lakes an alternate cheap 
wfter route to the sea. The State of New York is preparing to en- 


trie Erie canal, at a cost of over $100,000,000, so as to permit 


the passage of 14 foot boats propelled by their own steam, but this 
route is longer for'vessels from the upper lake ports than the pro- 
posed one via the Chicago drainage canal and the Mississippi river. 
It will cost more than three times as much, be more expensive to 
maintain and more costly for boat owners. There is,this difference, 
however, that the enlargement of the Erie canal will be at the ex- 
pense entirely of the State of New York, while the Mississippi canal 
will' have to be constructed at Government expense. 


But the early and certain completion of the Panama canal is 


Jttracting popular attention to the vast importance of the Missis- 
sippi canal as a trade artery. So far as the Pacific Coast is con- 
cerned, the proposed waterway will place Chicago nearly on an 
2qua,lity with New York. At present heavy freights are carried by 
water or rail to New York City, where bulk is broken and trans- 
shipment made in ocean-going vessels. New Orleans is nearer 
Panama than Ne.w York by several hundred miles, and the port 
:harges there are much higher. Therefore 
the 
proposed canal 


would give Chicago a shorter and cheaper all-water route to the 
Pacific Coast, South America and ttfe West Indies. It would also 
,be a competitive route for all seaboard shipments, ' that 
would 


strengthen Chicago's position as the great interior metropolis of 
the country, and enormously add to the importance of New Orleans 
as a point of export. In addition, it would forever free Chicago 
»nd the West from the fear of railway combinations to control 
Freights and discriminate for or against particular seaports.

STRIKE IS 


A FAILURE 


Movement 
in Russia 


Promises to Collapse 


in Few Days, 


ST PETERSBURG, Nov. 16.—The 


outlook Is mv.cn less threatening to- 
day, the general strike promising to 
collapse within a few dajs. The ap- 
peal made to the country to join In 
the movement met with no response 
and the dissensions in the workmen's 
council are Increasing. 


It is now apparent that extremists 


took the decision to order 6. general 
political strike hastily and without due 
preparation, in the belief that 
the 


whole country would rise at their bid- 
ding and 
continue 
revolutionary 


movement 


Having once demonstrated the pow- 


er of a general strike as a weapon with 
which to terrorize the 
government, 


the leaders believed they could Invoke 
K at a moment's notice, but popular 
sympathy failed to respond and 
the 


leaders are reluctantly compelled to 
admit that they cannot force a last- 
ditch fight, but must content them- 
selves with calling the political strike 
a "demonstration." 


While the organized workmen 
of 


St. Petersburg obeyed the order to 
strike, many did so grumbllngly. In 
the face of the winter and the neces- 
sity of providing for their families, 
many of them did not want to stop 
work 


At 
the 
Russo-American rubber 


works this morning anti-strikers beat 
off and drove away a strike deputa- 
tion which came to order the work- 
men out 


None of the papers except the Offi- 


cial Messenger, appeared this morn- 
ing but printers of each newspaper 
themselves published fly sheets 
an- 


nouncing that the strike was for the 
purpose of abolishing the state of 
siege the death penalty and martial 
law throughout Poland 


It is now definitely established that 


the cry set up by- the Socialist lead- 
ers against the execution of the Cron- 
stadt mutineers was premature, 
as 


their trials have not yet actually be- 
gun. 


The snow, storm which began last 


night is still raging today 
There are 


many patrols in the streets, but the 
city is quiet.

iceberg ^outlined against the sky East- 
on, burning for excitement, jumped 
into1 a skiff and pulled against 
the 


tide. He was determined to see a real 
iceberg at close quarters, and bent 
eiery muscle to reach it 
Several 


times ine skiff was whirled around by 
the current, but he turned against it 
again, and was lost to view for more 
than a quarter of an hour 


Wallace ordered the vessel turned 


totvard the Iceberg, and flve minutes 
later, with the aid of glasses, thev be- 
held Easton on top of the huge ice- 
berg 


The party at first believed the ice 


mountain to be solid, but soon they 
saw Daston raising a distress signal. 


The next moment the Iceberg split in 
tno 
Easton slipped Into the middle 


and -nas lost sight. . Easton's father 
says:
